o f tho act, and no t mo re than o ne pensio n is 
to bo granted to the same perso n at the 
same time. 
As the terms o f the bill include 
amo ng pinsio ne rs the disabled and indigent 
who participated in all tho wars in behalf 
o f the United States, it necessarily includes 
many perso ns who wo re the gray in the civil 
war after having fo ught fo r tho Unio n in 
prio r wars. 
But its baneflts are ex pressly 
limited to jx *rso ns who so po litical disabilities 
have Ix x n remo ved an« l who se physical o r 
mental disabilities were no t incurred in mil­ 
itary s<*rvi<*t* against the United Ktates. Mat­ 
so n says it is a charity measure, and the s« *n- 
tiineut o f the <*o untry is in favo r o f ex tend­ 
ing a helping hand to the pro po sed benefi­ 
ciaries, and escialiy to tho se who are in the 
almho uso s. 
In reganl to the co st, ho says inquiries 
were addressed to every co unty in the United 
Ktates, and upo n the info rmatio n received 
fro m abo ut half o f tho rn, it is estimated that 
tho act wo uld apply to abo ut 10,001) so ldiers 
and sailo rs.

TRADE DEPRESSION IN ENGLAND. 


T he R oy al C om m ission F in d s N um ero us 
R easo n s T herefo r. 
London. Jan? 18.—The conclusions arrived 
nt by the roy al commission on the depression 
of trade, whose report was published Mon­ 
day , are, though ingenious, neither satisfac­ 
tory nor important. 
The commissioners are 
divided in opinion as to the causes of the de­ 
pression, and have resolved into three groups, 
each i suing a report. 
Perhaps the report 
signed by the “ Fair Traders,” of whom 
there are four in the commission, is the most 
interesting, arguing as it does that although 
it was found that trade has been depressed, 
the falling off has not been disastrous to the 
nation, but, on the 
contrary , the country 
has been beneflfctod by it. 
To show this the 
report states that on ly special trades and in­ 
dustries have suffered, 
and holds that sta­ 
tistics establish the fact that the depression 
"Xists more among capitalists than among 
the class \\ ho labor. 
The chief causes to which th<* depression 
h 
ascribed, as gathered from the testimony 
taken, are; Overproduction; tho continuous 
decline of pric*s, tho result of tho apprecia­ 
tion of th* standard of value; tho effect of 
foreign bounties and tariffs and tho restrict­ 
ive com m ercial policy of foreign nation 
limiting our markets ; foreign competition, 
which is b.'ginning to be felt in British and 
neutral markets; increased local taxation, 
and burdens on industry generally ; the lower 
rates of transportation 
which our foreign 
competitors enjoy ; legislation affecting the 
employ ment of la bor in industrial ventures 
and the superior technical oducatiou of work­ 
men in foreign countries. 
Some trades and industries, it is found, 
have been more seriously aff acted than others 
owing to the inordinate prolongation of the 
crisis, agriculture having been the principal 
sufferer. 
Next comes textile manufactures, 
of 
which 
all 
kinds 
have 
felt 
the 
depression. 
It 
is 
not 
shown, 
how­ 
ever, that the foreign trade has shrunk 
in volume, neither has thero 
been a depre­ 
ciation of the amount of 
capital invested 
therein, while the aggregate 
commodities 
grown or manufactured for foreign or home 
consumption and the accumulation of capi 
tal throughout the country remains unim­ 
paired. 
On the contrary , there in mucb 
complaint of overproduction, in consequence 
of which m anufacturers in certain lines havr 
been compelled to accept lower prices and 
smaller poilts. 
The report implies substantially the fol­ 
lowing view of the commercial situation 
There has been in the exchangeable value oi 
the pro ducts of the soil a very serious de 
cline, and in nearly every other class ol 
goods increased production with <a tendency 
generally to over-supply the demand, entail 
mg diminished profits a ud decreased returnr 
from capital invested.

Ay re*, of the circuit court Monday morning 
sustained tho motion of Green Smith, presi­ 
dent pro tern, of the sanat« , for an injunc­ 
tion restraining Lieutenant Governor R>b- 
ertson from attempting to usurp the func­ 
tions ot the plaintiff. 
The decision is favor­ 
able to tho Democratic plaintiffs all along 
tho line, the court holding that he had juris­ 
diction, overruling tho motion for the con­ 
tinuance, and taking the view that tho elec­ 
tion of Robertson wiis invalid and unconsti­ 
tutional, and therefore tho de feud ant had no 
right to preside over the joint convention on 
Wednesday for tho election of United States 
senator. 
After quoting the provisions of the 
constitution tho judge say s that there is no 
provision in that instrument for the filling of 
a vacancy in tho otHce of governor or lieu­ 
tenant governor that could legally hava held 
in November last, the constitution providing 
that “ the official term of the governor and 
lieutenant governor shall commence on the 
second Monday in January , iS35, and every 
fourth y ear thereafter,” and that “ the legis­ 
lature shall provide for the case of the 
death, resignation or inability , both 
of 
tho governor and lieutenant governor.” 
Lieutenant Governor Robinson has appealed 
to the supreme court, and although the 
judges are absent in recess, they were called 
together by telegraph and will sit at ouco to 
hear the argument. 
An effort will 1» made 
to get a decision before the joint convention, 
which sits Wednesday . 
The promised devel­ 
opments of the next two day s, in keeping 
with former dispatches, will probably load 
to two joint conventions, the election of Tur- 
pie by one and Harrison by tho other, with 
the object of having the title to the seat set­ 
tled by the United States senate. 
Judge Robertson said that he lmd not de­ 
termined what course ho would pursue in the 
event the supremo court affirmed tho order 
of Judge Ay res, or failed to tako action be­ 
fore Wednesday . 
Tho m atter was still under 
consideration, and tho bridge would uot b> 
crossed uutil it was reached. From good Re­ 
publican authority it is learned that it has 
been about decided that Col. Robertson shall 
make uo attem pt to preside over the joint 
convention on Wednesday unless the order of 
Judge Ay res is rescinded by tho supreme 
court. 
In this case Speaker Say re will pre­ 
side, as it is competent for him to do it under 
the law, but Col. Robertson will sign tho 
record in theeapacity of lieutenant governor, 
and brave the displeasure of the court. 
The 
action of Judge Ay res has changed the situa­ 
tion to a considerable extent. 
The Demo­ 
crats are jubilant. 
The Democrats of the senate unseated W. 
N. McDonald, Republican, Monday after­ 
noon, on the report of three of the committee 
on elections. 
The minority said it would 
not b® ready to present a report until Tues­ 
day morning, but the m ajority of the senate 
refused to wait, and without discussion 
adopted the report finding McDonald guilty 
of bribery . 
Branneman, the contestor, was 
seated, although tho contesteo tried to intro­ 
duce testimony that he bought votes and 
used money illigitimately in the election. 
A resolution was introduced referring in 
condemnatory terms to the unseating of 
Meagher in the house, and proposing a joint 
committee of the two houses to arrange a 
modus vivendi whereby the bu-iness of the 
session shall go on uninterruptedly . 
Some 
of the Republicans wore about to vote for it, 
when attention was called to the Meagher 
clause and they refrained.

It is a mistake to make any form of 
punishment so common ftiat pupils v iew 
it with indifference <*rcontempt. 
If the

after the hour o f dismissal, that form of 
punishment (of doubtful

best), will soon lose its efficacy. 
12. It is a mistake to Vcnsure trilling 


erro rs too sev erely. 
If sev ere punish­ 
ment be inflicted for small offenses no 
adequate punishments remain for grav e 
offenses. 
Iff. It is a mistake to grumble, sneer or 
scold. 
H e who does so can nev er hav e

15. It is a mistake to command when a 
request or a suggestion will do as well. 
Children, as well as adults, love to feel 
that they are controlling their own acts. 
Cheerful volunteer work is most effect­ 
ive. Authority needlessly exercised soon 
falls into contempt. 
1« . It is a mistake to permit pupils to 
see that they can annoy you. 
"Conceal 
yousel' as weel’s ye can” in that direc 
tion. 
17. It is a mistake to dispute w« ih an 
angry patron before the school 
1 our 
time during school belongs t<> the ichrwO 
18 . It is a mistake to suppose that pu­ 
pils lov e "to hav e their own way.” 
If 
you would merit and win yo u r pupils 
contempt, make no effort to control them. 
If yo u win and merit their respect, co n­ 
trol. and direct their activ ities into pleas­ 
ant and profitable channels. 
19. 
It is a mistake to ignore the rights 
of parents in the control of their chil­ 
dren. 
20. It is a mistake to worry or fret ov er 
dull pupils. 
They are probably not re­ 
spo nsible for their dullness—nor arc you 
be content. 
Do not worry ov er anything —if you can 
help it 
Remedy ev ils if possible. 
Pa­ 
tience, tact and persistent efforts are the 
ingredients of the remedy —Hughes. 
The following will he of interest to 
many in this locality: 
“ A singular ease 
that has been recently decided in the 
supreme court of the Btate of Illinois, is 
of deep interest to teachers, pupils arid 
parents. 
A hoy being excused from 
school by the teacher under the pretense 
that he was going home procured a pair 
of skates and w'ent to a lake near by, 
and while indulging in the sport obtained 
under false 
pretense, the 
ice broke 
through and he was drowned. 
The fath­ 
er brought suit against the teacher. 
The 
supreme court decided that the teacher 
was responsible for the physical as well 
as intellectual welfare of the boy during 
school session, and the verdict was rend­ 
ered accordingly. 
This is the first de­ 
cision of the kind, and it is a warning to 
teachers, pupils and parents. 
Parents 
are not justified in complaining of teach­ 
ers who refuse to excuse their children 
from school without proper proof of the 
parent’s sanction. 
Pupils should have 
impressed deeply upon their minds that 
an excuse from school under false pre­ 
tense may result in much trouble for 
themselves, parents and teachers.”

Pupils should be taught to stand 
and walk, head erect, hands at the side, 
and eyes to the front. 
It is a mistake to 
require them to fold the arms while in 
dass, or to clasp the hands behind. 
2. 
Ordinarily pupils should not be re­ 
quired to "tip toe.” 
It is an ungraceful 
and unhealthful style of walk. 
ff. 
They should be taught how to go 
up anti down stairs. They must be taught 
to control the feet with the muscles of 
the lower extremities, and place them 
lightly and quietly in the proper posit­ 
ion, instead of stamping or letting them 
fall like clods. 
4. 
They should be drilled in rising, 
and in taking seats easily, promptly and 
quietly. 
Such drill is a valuable aid to 
discipline. 
4. 
If pupils rise to recite, they should 
lie compelled to stand erect, and not lean 
against the wall, desk, etc. 
6. 
Habits of neatness, 
cleanliness, 
promptness, and punctuality should be 
insisted upon. 
7. 
Pupils should at all times be re 
quired to speak in clear, distinct tones, 
and to answer politely and respectfully. 
8. 
It is a mistake for the teacher to 
keep aloof from his pupils while they are 
at play. 
An observant teacher can learn 
much of the habits and character of his 
pupils, while they are at their game*. 
9. 
It is a mistake to be continually re 
pressing the activ ities of ehildhood. Ed­ 
ucation should be directiv e rather than 
repressiv e. 
Some teachers are struck 
with horror if pupils laugh in school. 
The discipline that cannot stand a hearty 
laugh occasionally is unnatural and un 


The teacher is of chief importance in a 
school. 
He is more essential than the 
desk, the book, the cupola, or the facade, 
to the training and well-being of the pu­ 
pil. 
Upon him depends the effective dis­ 
position of the people’s money. 
It is ne­ 
cessary, accordingly, that he should be 
cared for properly. 
He should be paid 
higher wages; he should be pensioned 
after long years of public service, and he 
should hold office during good behavior. 
W hether or not his 
tenure of office 
should be made permanent, whether or 
not lie should be pensioned, he should in 
any event be paid wages commensurate 
to some extent with the dignity of his 
office. 
There are few vocations which 
demand as high order of ability, or which 
require the maintenance before comnni 
nity of such an exemplary personality.- 
The Current.

ADVISE TO “ GO WEST.'’ 
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D iv o rced frAm th e C o m m ercial. 


A number of years ago I found myr -lf in 
New York with a few dollars in my poc k e t, 
ov er which I 
debating at the cp- ■* 
roads of indecision as to whether I shou! 1 
inv est it in an attempt to got a foothold i i 
journalism on some of the metropolitan 
pajjers, or go west, whither the star of in­ 
tellectual as well as mn&rinl empire seemed 
to point the way. 
* 
I had brought with me from my New 
England home a letter of introduction to 
Horace Greeley, giv en me by adistinguished 
American poot<*ss, to whom ho had long 
been attached by the closest spiritual ties. 
But so much luul I heard of the sav age 
humors with which one was liable to be 
confronted, should his presence happen to 
be ill timed, that I felt like one who carried 
a free |>a."iH to enter a lion’s cage, and the 
certainty that the pass would carry me up 
w-hen once deliv ered made it all the more 
uncomfortable in my pocket. 
On the afternoon when I had determined 
to hazard the die I passed and repassed the 
old Tribune building sev eral times on the 
opposite side to get my first journalistic 
wind, for I was scarcely more than a 
blushing, shrinking 
New England 
boy, 
who felt constrained in the presence of 
“ great men’’ to assume the attitude of a 
toad looking up at St. Peter's. 
But t finally gathered myself up, and 
sighting the door of The Tribune office, 
crossed the street with firm and steady 
tread, and soon had rny card in the hands of 
the office boy, who disappeared with it up 
stairs. 
After a few awful moments the lad 
returned and bade me follow. 
I ascended a 
couple of flights of rickety stairs and soon 
reached a door which looked as though it 
might l>e an entrance to the top loft of a 
grist mill. I entered, and os the door closed 
behind mo sealed myself cautiously upon a 
dilapidated clmir. for the abiding spirit into 
whoso presence I bad entered turned not 
round nor made any sign of recognition. 
I shall nev er forget the picture of that 
editorial "den"—it that cnu be called a 
picture which is thrown together by the 
demons of disorder and chaos. 
1 ‘ajx-rs, 
pamphlets, books, unused copy, old hats 
and editorial bric-a-brac of all description* 
were scattered about promiscuously. 
Mr. 
Greeley’s traditional gray coat was flung 
into the corner, with Iris slouched hat rest­ 
ing tranquilly upon it. 
A generous profu­ 
sion of cobwebs and dust forced upon the 
v isitor's attention the conspicuous abi once 
of broom, soup and toilet furniture. 
Verily 
here was the fitting abode of intellectual 
1 tattlebones—the disputed realm of iihatla- 
manthus and the Sun god. 
The figure, whose bra wny back was turned 
toward me, was elev ated on an antique 
chair, the limbs of which seemed to bo hold­ 
ing riv alry w-ith those of its occupant. 
Be­ 
fore. him was a desk nearly as high as ins 
shoulders, on the side of which was a pot of 
ink, set in a pile of quills, 
i ho paper on 
which 
he wrote was held at a v ertical 
angle. 
With his great hand grasped firmly 
around the quill, as though it were the lev er 
that mov ed the world, lie would thrust it 
into the ink pot, and then with a motion 
projected from a lev el with the eye he 
would swing it across and back on the paper, 
as though it were a jackplanc, till the 
sheet was full. 
Whoev er saw Horace Gree­ 
ley swing his quill in that weird sanctum 
witnessed a species of “ technique" the like 
of which was nev er seen beforo in this world 
and will probably nev er bo seen again. 
When he had finished the editorial upon 
which he was at work he scrambled the 
sheets together, scribbled out the headline, 
and calling u boy sent the copy up to the 
compositors. 
Fortunately for me it hap­ 
pened to bo his last office work » for that 
day, and now my time had come. 
After 
heading ov er the lady’s note, which recom­ 
mended m° to his kindest consideration, os 
a youth of more promise than experience in 
the literary world, ho turned to me, and 
setting his specs upon his spacious temples, 
said: “ Well, young man.” 
Heav ens! thought I, now the rest is com­ 
ing. 
But that which came did not point 
westward, but printed rather, as subsequent 
experience has since taught, to the best 
sense within me. 
“ I am in a mood.“ he continued, ‘ in 
deference to my dear friend Mrs. W ., to giv e 
you my v ery best adv ice as to the adv isa­ 
bility of entering upon journalism n3 a 
profession. 
If you hav e brains, conscience 
and independent creativ e, literary ability, 
my adv ice to you is to keep away from the 
new-spapers and work your lev el best in pa­ 
tience till you can make a point as a maga­ 
zine writer. 
You hav e then laid the corner 
stone of your record, and if you sustain it 
the way is certain for you to be rated for 
all you are worth in literature. 
A news­ 
paper is primarily a commercial enterprise, 
whoso proprietors are engaged in the trade 
of buying and selling news and of furnish­ 
ing the v arious members of society with 
the means of making known to each other 
their wrants and trade facilities. 
Outsido 
of this it is incidentally a literary reforma­ 
tory and educational enterprise; but these 
latter phases are bound to be largely sub­ 
serv ient to the commercial purposes upon 
which the enterprise financially floats. 
It 
is for this reason that young men are not 
usually taken into a new-spaper office, ex­ 
cept they are willing to begin as news 
gatherers, and thus make a thorough under­ 
standing of the commercial side of journal­ 
ism the groundwork of their efficiency. 
It 
will not probably be in my time, young 
man, but the day is coming when tho edi- 
torial and literary side o f a newspaper will 
be div orced from the commercial. 
That 
day is not yet arriv ed, and the man w ho 
adv ertises candles, pills and old junk in % 
great journal feels that the editor is morally 
responsible to him for his v iews on potatoes, 
economics and education. 
You are young, 
and will probably liv e to see the day when 
distinctiv ely literary bureaus outside of the 
newspaper office will furnish the editorial 
and literary miscellany of the coming 
great journal ov er responsible signatures. 
This will extricate editorial integrity from 
commercial pressure and make the news­ 
paper a power for good which it finds it 
hard to be at present. ”
